A TRIAL OF PROTECTION. 


In borrowing some of Mr. BLAINnE’s 
reciprocity thunder to use in behalf of his 
distressed party Lord SALISBURY has prob- 
ably committed the gravest blunder of hig 
career, but he bas supplied an opportunity 
for a fair trial of the protective policy. 

Lord SALISBURY’s proposition to apply 
the policy of reciprocity to England is a 
different thing from Mr. BLamm's propo- 
sition for this country. The latter hit 
upon the scheme as a clever method of 
mollifying public sentiment towards an 
oppressive protectiye tariff and of getting 
rid of that incubus to best advantage by 
dickering with our neighbors; the former 
proposes that Great Britain adopt a limited 
protective policy for the purpose of bring- 


ing her exclusive neighbors to trading 
terms, 


No nation is shrewder or more far-seeing 
than the English in matters of trade. The 
Premier’s suggestion will be carefully 
weighed and examined in every light. It 
signifies a reversal of the policy which 
Great Britain adopted after a bitter ex- 
perience, and under which it has become 
the trade leader and master of the world’s 
markets. Englishmen have learned that 
imports are not a sign of poverty, but of 
wealth, and represent a profitable ex- 
change of the commodities they produce 
for those they want to use or to exchange 
for further profits. They have learned 
that the trade they have to fight for is not 
the trade of England, but foreign trade, 
and the way to get it is to produce under 
free conditions, with cheap raw materials, 
cheap clothing and other necessaries of 
life. 

It will not take sensible Britons long to 
discover that the tariff which SALISBURY 
proposes will be of no use if it is laid upon 
articles they do not use, and if laid upon 
articles they do use it will bea tax upon 
them and their productions, depriving 
them of the advantage they now possess. 

The British verdict will undoubtedly be 
adverse to protection, and under present 
conditions the verdict for England is the 
right verdict for the United States. Lord 
SaLisBuRyY has stupidly hit upon a plan to 
give his country the conditions from 
which, if devised with any sincerity, reci- 
procity was intended to free this country.

SOME SWEEPING FINANCIAL REFORMS 
TO BE INAUGURATED. 


Elostile Attitude of Factions May Unseat 
the New Premier Within a Week—The 
Raymond Tragedy Still Agitates the 
Parisians—Independence Day in Bu- 
enos Ayres-—Foreign News.

Ron, May 24,—Sig. Giolitti, the new Prime 
Minister, presented to the Chamber of Depu- 
ties yesterday the programme of the new 
Ministry. He stated that with the purpose 
of restoring order in the finances of the 
country and of avoiding the imposition of 
fresh burdens on the people reforms would 
Doe expected in all branches of the public 
service, including the army. The credits for 
the military weuld be strictly limited to the 
mecessities for the defense of the country. 
The effective ordinary military expenditures 
would be reduced 230,000,000 lire. Altogether 
the sum for military purposes would not ex- 
cod 246,000,000 lire. The extra expenditures 
arising from the manufacture of rifies would 
be met by the gradual sale of the bourbon 
silver lying in thetreasury. These sales will 
@xtend over a period ot three years. Both 
the Right and the extreme Left in the Cham - 
Der of Deputies have assumed a decidedly 
hostile attitude toward the Government. 
Deputy E. R. Cole has already prepared a 
motion of censure, which will be sup 
Dy the members of the Right and the fol- 
lowers of Sig. Nicotre, the Minister of the 
Interior in the late Oabinet. 

Much excitement prevails in the lobbies 
over the situation and the air is full of start- 
ling rumors. The issue ofthe debate on the 
programme of the Cabinet is considered very 
wncertain and much speculation is indulged 
in regarding the probable outcome of the 
strong opposition which is being manifested 
by the opponents of the Government. The 
action which the Chamder will take in the 
matter is regarded as momentous, for if the | 
vote is averse to the Governmentit will re- 
sult either in the return of the Rudin! Cabi- 
met to power or the dissolution of Faria - 
ment. The general opinion here is that the 
Ministry will fall within a week. 


FRENCH AFFAIRS. 


THE REYMOND TRAGEDY—TA RIFF OK ART WORKS 
—GOSSIP. 

Panis, May 26.—M. De la Porte-Lassimonne, 
husband of the woman who was killed by 
Mme. Reymond last Saturday night while in 
the company of M. Reymond, feels very bit- 
ter toward the dead woman for her betrayal 
of him and refuses to allow her body to be 
buried in the family vault. He declares that 
her life was such that she was not worthy to 
lie beside the bodies of his dead relatives. He 
has, however, bought a special grave in the 
Batinolles Cemetery and here the body will be 
interred. Since the tragedy the mother - in 
law of M. De la Porte-Lassimonne has been 
caring for little Germaine, the daughter of 
the dead woman. M. De la Porte-Lassimonne 
has been to his mother-in-law’s house and 
Gemanded the girl. The mother-in-law re- 
fused to surrender her and despite his ap- 
peais and threats kept possession of the 
child. Finally, the father, finding her im- 
movable summoned the police, who com- 
pelled the child’s surrender to the father. 
The scene was a painful one, when the 
grandmother found that she had to relinquish 
the child. She declared that M. De la Porte- 
Lassimonne had never treated her daughter 
asa husband should have. She heaped all 
manner of invectives upon him and held 
her daughter blameless, claiming that she 
bad been driven to her death by her husband. 
M. Reymond made his appearance again. 
He has been secluded in the house of his 
mother, to which he went immediately after 
the tragedy. Themother deniedto the po- 
lice that she had seen her son. The faithless 
husband and his wife were confronted before 
a magistrate yesterday. They had 
a most affecting meeting, Mme. Reymond 
showing that she still loved her husband, 
hotwithstanding his infidelity, and the hus- 
band exhibiting both sympathy and affection 
forthe woman whom his misconduct had 
Griven tomurder. The stories of husband 
and wife agreed substantially. M. Reymond 
admitting his guilty intimacy with Mme. 
Lassimone, and that he was surprised by his 
wife under circumstances that left no doubt 
of his wrong doing.

AUSTRIA FEARS AN AMERICAN SILVER RING— 
BRIEF MENTION. 


VIENNA, May 26.—In the Lower House of the 
Reichsrath last evening, Dr. Steinbach, the 
Austrian Minister of Finance, urged the 
House not to delay its decision on the cur- 
rency bills, as delay would be attended by 
danger and would encourage intrigues on the 
part of silver rings in the United States. 
Austria’s acceptance of the gold standard, 
De said, would have far-reaching effects, 
which would consideration. Al- 
though there was not the slightest ground to 
fear a disturbance of the peace in Europe, 
yet the question of a possible war was re- 
lated to the rise in the value of gold. In the 
event of war the demand upon resources, 
both military and financial, would be 80 
great that no government couid calculate 
what its financial position would be. The 
bills were referred to a committee. 


THE LUECK INCIDENT. 

BERLIN, May 2.—In an ‘‘authoritative’’ 
account of the recent sentry incident an 
official paper denies that the Emperor clinked 
Ziasses with Lueck and addressed him 
familiarly. It says that Lueck was hustled 
and insulted by three ruffians, that one of 
them, Brandt, who was wanted by the police 
on a change of manslaughter committed dur- 
ing the February riots, brandished a knife; 
that Lueck warned them several times and 
finally attempted to place them under arrest; 
the rumans then ran and Lueck thereupon 
fired at them with fatal results; that Lueck 
was not promoted until five weeks later, after 
a careful inquiry had been made into all the 
facts of the case. The statement of the inci- 
dent is accepted as placing the conduct of 
Emperor William in a favorable light. 


ONTARIO SHIP CANAL. 

OCOLLINGWoOoD, Ontario, May 26.—E. L. Cor - 
thell, the famous engineer of Chicago, in 
company with other members of the Ontario 
Ship Railway, has arrived here to make an 
inspection of the harbor and the general 
features of the country. Theopinion of the 
visitors seems to be that the railway must 
have its northern terminus here. 

The Imperial authorities are urging the 
Dominion Government to open negotiations 
with Newfoundland for union. The idea is 
that the ancient colony shall enter confeder- 
ation as a province and be represented in the 
Federal Parliament by eight members and 
four Senators.

It isnot expected that mach 
betting will be indulged in over here 
or in Australia. The reason is plain. Sports, 
as a rule, do not care about betting heavily 
on the result of a contest that is going to take 
place so far away from home, making it aim- 
cult to secure accurate information concern- 
ing the condition of the two principals. It is 
expected that Slavin will be the favorfte in 
the bettirig done in this country. The fact 
that he polished off Kilrain s0 easily 
and his quick defeats of Joe McAuliffe 
and Jem Smith stamp him as a hard hitter 
and remarkable fighter, despite the fact that 
he has not the science of some others in his 
class. The colored man’s contest with Cor- 
bett did not increase the respect held for his 
fighting abilities in this country. Nearly 
everyone expected him to polish off Pompa- 
dour Jim ‘*ia a walk, and when he failed to 
do so many people came to the conclusion he 
was an overrated fighter. Before 
coming to this conclusion, however, the fact 
should be taken into consideration that Jack 
son fought that battle badly handicapped 
with a severely swollen and sprained ankle. 
Besides, he threwout one shoulder in the 
fight, it is claimed, and practically had to 
fight with one hand. 

Very little has been heard from either 
man since they crossed the water. However,
